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THE CRAG 


Turner Ashby left his boyhood residence at Rosebank and acquired 


a home of his own which stood across the Manassas Gap. Since the 
house was built on a high hill, known as WOLF'S CRAG, overlooking the 
mountains and valleys, Ashby nicknamed his home THE CRAG. 

THE CRAG is situated in the little village of Markham in Fauquier 
County. The older section of the house was erected around 1800 by John 
Bishop. It was from this place of security that the two bachelor broth- 


ers, Dick and Turner, rode away in 1861 to war, fame, and death.
